Northern California has been hit 
by the heaviest storm of the season 
with a cloudburst deluging the San 
Joaquin Valley and a driving snow- 
storm marooning cars in the Grass 
Valley district.

The defendant’s attorney will 
attempt to make the second trial a 
elear-cut case of “murder of ac- 
quittal.” 


Tulare county, which leads Cali- 
fornia in amount of paved highways 
(2404 miles), may have the State 
highway patrol for the county in- 
creased from eight to ten members. 
KB. Raymond Cato, patrol chief, fa- 
vors the increase, 

Lack of incriminating evidence 
caused charges against Pierce Wil- 
/liams, western states regional CWA 
director, Raymond C. Branion, Cali- 
fornia’s ex-administrator, and seven 
others to be dismissed at a federal 
eourt in Los Angeles. The nine 
were charged with receiving bribes 
while in office. 

Over 100,000 Christmas dinners 
were served to the poor last year 
by the Salvation Army in southern 
California.

A week-end hunt in the Mecca 
district near Brawley cost four Los 
Angeles hunters $60 apiece in fines 
for having 107 ducks in their pos- 
session, nearly twice as many as 
the law permits. 


After 18 years behind stout peni- 
tentiary bars, Thomas J. Mooney, 
California’s most famous prisoner, 
has found a chance for freedom. 
The burden of proot has been shift- 
ed on the state, which must appear 
before the Supreme Court of the 
United States to show why Mooney 
should not be permitted to petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 


A job and $3,800 back salary was 
won by T. V. Eisenhuth of El Do- 
rado county in a court decision 
concerning his status as a member 
of the California highway patrol. 
Hisenhuth was laid off just before 
enactment of a law giving patrol 
members permanent ratings after 
one year’s service. He was subse- 
quently re-employed and again laid 
off. In court he claimed status as a 
patrol member under the perma- 
nent rating enactment. He was 
awarded this status after a trial 
which lasted a year. Importance of 
the case is that many others may 
be affected by the decision.

J.J. Harcom Laid 
To Rest Tuesday 


The residents of Menlo Park were 
shocked last Monday morning to 
learn of the death of Johm J. Har- 
com, at his home on Alice street. 
While the death of Mr. Harcom 
was not unexpected, still his many 
friends held to hope of his recov- 
ery. He had been ill about two 
months. 


Harcom was a native of Swansea, 
Wales. He lived for some years in 
Australia, where he was a building 
contractor and was active in the 
work of the Young Men's Christian 
association among seamen. In 1906 
he removed from Australia to San 
Francisco and in 1922 established 
his home in Menio Park. 

Just prior to the incorporation of 
Menlo Park as a city Mr. Harcom 
and L. E. Harris of the Recorder 
were closely associated in the work 
of bringing about the incorporation 
of the city. It was due to Har- 
com’s knowledge of the conditions 
existing at that time, and to the 
hard work that he did in obtaining 
figures that convinced the public 
that the city finally incorporated. 

In recognition of his work for 
the city Harcom was eleated as 
one of the city’s first councilmen 
and did excellent work during the 
infancy of the new city. He was 
always a steadifast worker for the 
civic betterment of the city he had 
chosen as his home. 

Mr. Harcom’s faith in tthe ulti- 
mate growth amd destiny of Menlo 

| Park never wavered and he had 
great hopes of the city. 

He endeared himself to a host 
of friends through his ever ready 
disposition to help those in need, 
his steadfastness to the things that 
he thought wa right and his strict 
attention and reliability in the line 
of duty. 

Funeral services were held from 
the Tinney Funeral Home in Palco 
Alto on Tuesday afternoom and 
were attended by ‘a large number of 
his devoted friends. 

The service was read by the Rev. 


W. L. Staub of the Menlo Park 
Presbyteriam Church. Mrs. James 
E. Cooper sang two solos—‘When 


the Mists Have Rolled Away” and 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” 

A guard of honor from the local 
fire department under Fire Chief 
Thomas Cuff, and consisting of 
Assistant Chief L. M. Brown, Lieu- 
tenant George Carter, Engineer 
Jack Tuttle, J. J. Tuttle, Al Clel- 
Jand and Frank Merrill, stood at at 
tention at ithe head and foot of 
the flower draped casket during the 
service. 

The pall bearers were Mayor 
James E, Cooper, Councilmen Irv- 
ing Dunn and Henry Carroll, Po- 
lice Officer Foster Andrews and 
John Nielson and Richard Wolf.

The order, a notice of which was 
received by James T. O’Keefe Jr., 
Minlo Park City Attorney, wag made 
on, November 15th by Chief Justice 
Waste of the Supreme Court of the 
State of California and holds much 
importance in the process of de- 
termination of those vital issues 
involved in the celebrated decision 
in American Company vs. Lake- 
port. Its importance lies in the fact 
that the same questions involved 
in the Lakeport case are now to be 
presented before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and 
whether the Supreme Court of this 
State properly disposed of the Lake 
port questions will be finally deter- 
mined by the highest court of ap- 
peal in this country. 

The order above set fore im the 
Union Safe Deposit Bank vs. City 
of Menlo Park, is of great inter- 
est to those persons who have be- 
come delinquent on their street as- 
sessments, and grants a brief period 
or respite from the immediate 
problem of tax burdens and kind- 
red troubles. 

Mr. O’Keefe was impressed with 
the order ag upholding in effect the 
contentions he made before the Su- 
preme Court in August. Mr. O'Keefe 
Stated “that this order is proof of 
the fact that the Lakeport case is 
not final; and, the United States

CENTRAL VALLEY WATER PROJECT ACTION 


Installation of the new governor and his legislature in of- 
fice should bring action on California’s much-needed Central 
Valley Water Project. Of course the state government ean do 
little without Federal aid, but President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Ickes have signified that they understand the situation, 
even though they cannot at present grant the $170,000,000. re- 
quested for the job, The government is to survey the area, how- 
ever, and Californians hope that Federal engineers will take 
the future into consideration as well as the present when mak- 
ing their reports. The future of both the Sacramento and the 
San Joaquin valleys is dependent on this enterprise. 

Two reasons why the project should start immediately are, 
first, to conserve the Sacramento River water, in conjunction 
with flood control and the relief of the farms in Kern and ad- 
jacent counties. Second, to eive cheap power for both immed- 
jate and future needs. Power eranted by the Kennett Dam 
would be used to pump water to the Fiant Dam, the distribut- 
ing point for the San Joaquin irrigation system. Future needs 
of Central California for power are inealeulable.

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Horses were first introduced in- 
to America by the Spanish Con- 
puistadors, history tells us. When 
Columbus discovered America 450 
years ago, there was not a horse 
one the whole of the American 
continent, North or South. And 
Yeuic i. 

Three million years ago the 
horse was among the most com- 
mon of animals frequenting the 
Santa Clara valley region. So of- 
ten have his fossilized bones been 
unearthed in this section that sci- 
entists display little interest in 
fresh discoveries of his remains. 

Our horse of three million years 
ago was very similar to the ani- 
mal with which we are familar 
| today. He was not quite as large,

During the passing of those 

million years something hap- 
| pened to all horses on the Ameri- 
|can continent. They dwindled in 
|numbers, and disappeared. While 
| nature was busily engaged in 
moulding Santa Clara valley from 
what had been a region of gently 
| rolling hills, the horse faded from 
| existance, 

Why? 

Layman H. Daugherty, mem- 
ber of the San Jose State college 
science department and authority 
on fossils raises that question, is 
intrigued by it, yet does not at- 
tempt to answer it. The disap- 
| pearance of horses from the Am- 
erican continent has not been sat- 
isfactorily explained, he declares. 
Science has hit upon no positive 
answer to the problem of ‘What 
became of Old Dobbin’s prehis- 
toric American ancestors? 

Daugherty, who reads _ history 
through a microscope, using as 
his text the fossilized remains of 
life which existed on this earth 
countless ages ago, finds much at 
which to wonder in his study of 
ancient plants and animals of San- 
ta Clara valley. No ordinary his- 
torian is he. The period of man- 
recorded history is but a tick in 
the vast eons of time that separ- 
ate the year of 1934 from the per- 
iod when the first life appeared 
in this region. 
| The first extensive plant bed de- 
posits in the Santa Clara valley 
district occurred during an era 
known to geologists as ‘Upper 
Pliocene.” The remains of this an- 
cient growth were left embedded 
on the floor of a lake that cov- 
ered at least part of this region. 

Microscopic investigation of 
these fossils reveals a most cur- 
ious thing. The trees and plants 
covering the Santa Clara valley 
area during that period were al- 
most identical with those found in 
the Sierra Nevada mountains. 
| To list the upper pliocene plants 
of the Santa Clara valley is to 
list the Sierra Nevada growth of 
today. On the higher ground grew 
the redwood, Douglass fir, live 
oak, mountain mahogany, western 
choke cherry, service berry, and 
myrtle, all familiar to the Sierra 
tourists. 

Along the creeks grew the fam- 
iliar black cottonwood, the white 
willow, red alder, and sandbar 
willow. Sugar pines, inscense ce-

| dars, wild currant, bracken fern, 


and holly also grew here then. And 
this, remember, was Santa Clara 
valley three million year ago. 
Why did these trees and plants 
exist then, but not now. 
Daugherty advances an explan- 
ation that is both simple and am- 
azingly complicated—that incor- 
porates the geological changes 
which occurred in this region and 
resulted in a valley where rolling 
foothills had been before, as ex- 
in a previous article of 
this series. For Santa Clara ‘‘val- 
was comparatively high

| And all of these trees and plants 


|are typical high-ground, cool-cli- 
| mate growths. 

As the ground sank and the cli- 
| mate changed, this Sierra-type of 
| foliage gave way to that found 
here. 

| Don’t feel too bad about losing 
|the horse. For though he disap- 
peared from this continent some 
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time during those three millior 
years, Santa Clara valley and its 
Surrounding territory gained the 
exclusive claim to a famous nat-- 
ural resource — the California 
redwood. 

At one time the redwood was 
as widespread in its distribution 
as was the horse. In fact, remains 
of redwood forests have been dis- 
covered throughtout most of the 
world—even in Greenland. Today 
these trees exist nowhere except 
in California, or near its boundar- 
ies. 

The diisappearance of the red- 
wood from the rest of the world 
may be laid to the great ice cap 
that at times covered a large area 
of our globe. Aparently this layer 
of ice wiped out the redwood for- 
rests elsewhere in the world, but 
failed to reach our trees along or 
near the Pacific coast. 

Thus Santa Clara valley lost 
the horse, but gained a tree, dur- 
ing those long “dark” ages before 
man appeared upon the earth. 


Federal Honsing 
Goes Over Hump 


The nation-wide home and busi- 
ness property betterment move- 
ment of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration has gone “over the 
bump” 


and is now definitely 


pointed toward success. 

Roger Stefan, director of mod- 
ernization credits, made this state- 
ment when reports from all sec- 
tions of the country established 
the fact that one of the main ob- 
jectives of the campaign had been 
reached. This is that loans are be- 
ing made at the rate of 1,000 a 
day. 

He pointed out that when the 


modernization credit system be- 
gan to function, some two monthg 
previously, that when” Yoans 
reached a level of 1,000 daily there 
could no longer be any doubt that 
the project has been seriously and 
energetically adopted as a medi- 
um of bringing about economic re- 
covery and relieving unemploy- 
ment. 

The reports upon which the cal- 
culations of 1,000 loans a day was 
based are weeks behind, as reports 
are made monthly and there is 
every reason to believe that this 
will be exceeded in the next re- 
turns. It was emphasized that at 
the time the field representatives 
reported that communities had 
not at that time been organized. 

Since then better housing cam- 
paigns have been started in prac- 
tically every community in the 
United States and every section 
of America’s business and social 
life report that unmistakable, 
signs of stimulation are being 
noted. In addition to the loans 
made under the regulations of the 
Housing Administration past ex- 
perience has demonstrated that 
nearly twice as much improve- 
ment work is undertaken on a 
cash basis. 

The amount of the loans is not 
definitely known, but the most 
conservative estimates place the 
amount which will be expended 
close to the figure established as 
essential to place American homes 
again in good physical condition, 

The number of the loans, how- 
ever, is not the only barometer 
indicating success of the move- 
ment. Every line of business which 
may profit from building, moder- 
nizing, repairing, are beginning 
to feel a pickup. Contractors who 
never before have bought news- 
paper space are advertising and 
making a bid for the new busi- 
ness which is available. Bankers 
are inviting loans. Industries 
which did not profit directly from 
any stimulation in the building 
industry are outlining campaigns 
to enable them to “cash in” on 
the general revival which is cal- 
culated to return a large number 
of people to work and give them 
the means of becoming purchas- 
ers.

“Tf it comes to a choice between 
putting lights, or supporting the 
team, I will choose the latter. I’d 
rather have a good team and few 
spectators, than a poor team and 
more fans to watch them. 

But I am willing to have night 
football. In fact, I voted for it and 
am in favor of trying it out pro- 
vided that the money is forth- 
coming to meet the cost of light 
installation.” 

An estimate of the cost of 
lighting the Spartan Stadium 
made by the Pacific Gas and El- 
ectric company sets the price of 
installing steel poles to carry the 
needed 48 lights at between $35,- 
00 and $3800. 

The estimate is based upon the 
assumption that the Night Base- 
ball association of San Jose would 
rent their reflectors to the college. 
If it is necessary to purchase re- 
flectors instead of renting them, 
the price would include an addi- 
tional amount of $1560.

The 
total gallonage of beer taxed last 
month was 5,470,818, of which 
4,954,552 gallons were from Cal- 
ifornia breweries. This was some- 
what less than the 6,316,831 gal- 
lons of beer subject to tax in Sep- 
tember, but Stewart points out 
that the decline is to be expected 
due to the change in seasons.
